COULD NOT AGREE 

“For days Mr. Byrnes and I went 
over the argument many times with 
Mr. Molotov but could come to no 
agreement. Mr. Molotov held that 
the Berlin agreement should be 
interpreted in one way and Mr 
Byrnes and I held that it should be 
interpreted in another, 

“We held that it should be inter- 
preted in the way that it had been 
when the council passed its resolu- 
tion on Sept, 11.” 

Mr. Bevin said that throughout 
these discussions he had urged a 
wider interpretation which would 
give an opportunity to the Dom- 
inions and other governments, 
who had materially contributed to 
the defeat of the Axis, to express 


their views as the peace settie- 
ment. 

Since no agreement could be

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Cut Down The Fire Tax 


Fires last year cost Canadians more 
than $40,000,000—and quite a number of 
lives. That is everybody's business, be- 
cause fire losses are distributed over the 
public generally, one way or another. Fires 
keep insurance rates up. They turn people 
out of employment, as when a factory or 
store is burned. They destroy timber and 
thus make building material scarce and 
dear. They raise municipal taxes by mak- 
ing it necessary to employ large forces of 
firemen, buy expensive equipment, put in 
high pressure pumping plants and mains. 
The occupants and tenants are not the only 
losers when houses and business ,places 
turn to smoke and ashes. 

Fire prevention Week should emphasize 
this fact that nobody can afford to be in- 
different where fire hazard exists. That is 
a matter of community concern, not the 
business of only the owner or occupant of 
the property where the hazard has devel- 
oped. Neglect in allowing conditions to 
arise which threaten an outbreak is bad 
citizenship, as well as personal folly. Don’t 
do it. Nobody has any right to boost the 
fire tax or to deliberately or thoughlessly 
risk doing so. It is plenty high already— 
more than $40,000,000 per year — not 
counting the side-results and indirect 
losses.

Britain’s Appeal For Food 


The people of Great Britain have ap- 
pealed to the people of Canada to send 
them more food, particularly more bacon. 
Their minister of food got on the tele- 
phone the other day to tell the Dominion 
minister of agriculture that their supplies 
are lower than they were at any time dur- 
ing the war. For instance, no person in 
Britain can buy more than three ounces of 
bacon in a week. And that will have to be 
cut to two ounces unless Canada can send 
over an extra 6000 tons during October 
and November. 

How does this come about, since east- 
bound cargo space is somewhat less scanty 
than it was before Germany collapsed? It 
is not because the food ministry at London 
bungled in failing to place orders ahead of 
time. It resulted because Britain has been 
shipping part of its rigorously restricted 
supplies over to France, Belgium, Holland 
perhaps other continental countries, to 
prevent people there starving to death. 
British supplies have run so low that these 
mercy shipments have had to stop, but 
there is not enough left to meet the ration 
scale in Britain. 

Canadians would be curiously callous if 
this appeal did not reach them “where they 
live.” They will want to echo the applause 
that broke out in the House of Commons 
when Mr. Gardiner said that every effort 
is to be made to gather up the extra 6000 
tons of bacon and rush it to British ports 
They will expect also that all along the 
line no effort will be spared to make up 
the other shortages which face British 
consumers because they shared their food 
reserves with their hungry neighbors 
across the Channel

It is reported, also, that other Euro- 
pean countries are likely to follow Italy's 
example in this regard. If they do adopt 
this expedient to raise foreign exchange, 
Canada should be alert to acquire rare and 
excellent paintings for the National Gal- 
Jery and for distribution throughout the 
country 

To the temporarily bankrupt countries 
of Europe, Canadian dollars represent a 
useful step towards economic rehabilita- 
tion. To the Canadian people, the paintings 
Canada would thus acquire would enrich 
the culture of this country immeasurab)\ 

It is an opportunity, of course, that will 
not be indefinitely open. Once Europe is 
again on its feet financially, it is unlikely 
that these old masters wil! be offered for 
sale. In Italy, for instance, for many years 
before the war, the export of old masters 
for either public or private collections was 
virtually forbidden. A similar reluctance 
existed in other countries 

There is no desire to take advantage of 
Europe's bankruptcy to drive a hard ba: 

ain, But the exchange is fair enougt 
turope needs Canadian dollars and Can 
ada needs works of art. 

This appears to be an unrivalled oppor

A railway station is a place where 
one may expect daily to see evi- 
dences of human emotion breaking 
through the ramparts of restraint, 
but the Edmontons homecoming 


Saturday night at the CNR depot, 


was one of the most moving 
spectacles ever witnessed in any 
station. 


STRONG MEN WEPT 


Strong men, men who had faced 
the privations and furies of sustain- 
ed active battle, wept 

Low-hanging clouds, awakened 
by the tumultuous cheering from 
below perceived the history-making 
tableau and wept copiously in sym- 
pathetic joy. They were the ageless 
clouds of Western Canada. They 
had watched the growth of the men 
now in khaki from the time they 
were mere lads running over Al- 
berta’s green pastures to bring in 


the cows for milking, or noisily en- | 


gaged in baseball on the school 
grounds, 

In the days when these matured 
and stalwart men were barefoot 
youths Western Canada’s cloud 
family, including the rippling 
cirrus, the lengthy horizontal 
striates, the feathery and volum- 
inous columbines and the fast- 
moving serious-looking storm 
scuds, all looked down from their 
atmospheric loftiness and were 
ever eager to join the fun of their 
youthful playmates on earth, 
One cloud seemed to be chuck- 

ling over a recollection. It seemed 
he was thinking of times when 
anxious mothers were demanding 
these now rugged men in khaki to 
come immediately to the house 
when they persisted in trying to 
finish a game of baseball in pools 
of water and mud as a result of the 


clouds’ humor in a playful con- 
#piracy, 

JOYFUL EMOTION 

Yes, the clouds were weeping 


They had caught and joined the 
spirit of joyful emotion which wel- 
comers and welcomed alike ex- 
hibited without embarrassment 
The clouds were not embarrassed 
either, and they poured tears of joy 
throughout the whole of the mem- 
orable evening of Oct. 6, 1945 

Six years is a long time. Es- 
pecially to men who were engag- 
ed mot only in self-preservation 
but preservation of a cause. That 
a lot had happened to Edmonton 
in this hiatus was evident from 
the expressions of astonishment 
on the features of the capital 
city’s Loyal sons as they paraded 
into their city from the depot. 

Streets which extended over a 
vast area of the central part of Ed- 
monton were jammed by thousands 
whose voices mingled in a @onstant 
swell of cheering that must have 
dented the canopy of the universe 
And the clouds continued to weep 


THE LAST PARADE 

This was the parade that would 
propably end parades for the Ed- 
montons. Parades and roule 
marches were commonplace to 
these men who had answered the 
call to arms in 1939. But they were 
home! The usual discipline of “eyes 
front” on parade succumbed to the 
sight of new things in their home 
city. 

Gay in its brilliantly colored 
welcoming clothes, Edmonton's 

long streets glowed like a legend- 
ary city under the blending of 
amber, red, green, blue and white 
of @ myriad bulbs which in strings 
spanned the streets at regular 
intervals. 

The eyes of Edmonton's heroic 
returned warriors were seen to 
take in these innovations as well as 
the fantasy of many new and ar- 
tistie Juminous colored signs which 
faded into a perspective “V” in the 
distance of the long streets 

As the march continued to the 
reviewing stand and on to the 
Market Square there were other 
things claiming the visual atten- 
tion of the Loyals.

How Is Healing Accomplished? 


Here one may ask: But how do I 
go about finding the spiritual facts 
that I need to solve my problem in 
Christian Science?
